DALLAS AWARDED CENTENNIAL 


CELEBRATION AT MEETING OF 


COMMISSION AUSTIN SUNDAY 


AUSTIN, Sept. 10.—CP)--Dallas. 
Texas' second largest city, today 
was the choice of the Texas Cen- 
tennial as the location of the cen- 
tral celebration in 1936 of the 
Texas Centennial, an exposition 
to commemorate a century of in- 
dependence. 
Bids of Houston and San An- 
tonio for the location, of a cele- 
bration planners hoped would rep- 
resent an outlay of up to $50,- 
000,000, were rejected. Represen- 
tatives of each, however, prompt- 
ly pledged unqualified co-operation 
toward making the Centennial a 
success. 


Each was assured some form 
of historical observance of Tex<*«' 
one hundredth birthday of free- 
dom from Mexican rule. 
The 
statute which created the commis- 
sion as the planning agency di- 
rected it to arrange suitable his- 
torical celebrations at Houston, 
site of the battle of San Jacinto 
in which Tejcans won their free- 
dom; 
San Antonio, site of the 
battle of the Alamo; Kacogdoches, 
Huntsville, Goliad, Brenham "and 
other like places identified with 
Texas' early history." 


"Offers of the three cities were 
tabulated on the basis of gross 
values, and announced an Dallas 
17,971,000; Houston, J6,507,000, and 
San Antonio, $4,835,000. 
"These tenders of financial in- 


ducement either embodied orwtre 
supplemented by the proffer of 
land x x x as follows; 
"By Dallas, 245 acres; by Hous- 


tea. 300 acres; by San 


more than 440 acres In one In- 
stance and about 1800 acres In the 
other," the 
nommlasion 
stated. 
Itemizations of the bids were not 
officially announced. 


Cullcn Thomas of' Dallas, presi- 
dent. said the commission "ulti- 
mately voted unanimously to de- 
clare Pallas as the site of the 
centra: exhibition." Early ballot- 
ing on the selection was not re- 
vealed.

mission "reaffirmed UB belief in

If the associa- 
tion were formed, the crew would 
have an equal voice In the affairs 
of the ship, according to the sug- 
gestion from the main office and 
which we are unwilling to con- 
cede.

"The radicals of the crew are 
most antagonistic to the owners 
and you will see more fires aboard 
ships very soon."

Disbursements of relief would 
be limited to persona who had 
resided in Texas for one 
year. 


Twenty per cent of the funds 
could be used for materials, tools 
and equipment, while not more 
than 50 per cent could be ex- 
pended for direct relief. 


• No change was made In the per- 
sonnel of the Texas relief com- 
mission, whose differences • the 
senate has inquired into at length 
In a current investigation. 
The senate bill proposed an ad- 
visory board in- each county to 
pass on all applications for re- 
lief.

Pleas of administration lead- 
ers and of members from areas 
hard .hit by drought and the de- 
pression went unheeded. Govern- 
or Mimiam A. Ferguson strongly 
urged the legislature to issue all 
the bonds. Her plea was fortified 
by an estimate of the Texas re- 
lief comlmssion. showing antici- 
pated winter relief requirements 
of $44,000,000 with only 118,000,- 
000 in sight. 


Hood of Protest*. 
Relief commission officials re- 


ported a flood of protests against 
present relief budgets from all 
parts of the state. Scores of let- 
ters are received dally stating al- 
lotments are 
insufficient 
to 
prevent hunger. 


The need • for speed In enact- 


ment of a bond bill has been 
emphasized by the relief commis- 
sion director: 
The last of avail- 


able funds has been remitted to 
counties. It was expected to pro- 
vide relief until September 15 and 
counties have been advised no 
more, appropriations win be forth- 
coming until the legislature acts 
or the federal government comes 
to the rescue. 


Although the house voted to 
issue only $6,000,000 in bonds, the 
final figure agreed upon by a 
house and senate conference com- 
mittees may be materially higher. 
A bloc fighting for the maximum 
allotment appeared confident $9,- 
500,000 finally would be voted.

SHOT FIRED FROM A CAR 
DRIVEN ALONGSIDE IS FATAL 


TO HOWARD GUILFORD 


MINNEAPOLIS, Mln., Sept. 7.— 


CP) —Howard 
Gullford, 
former 


newspaper editor and leader of a 
fipht for freedom of the press, 
came Into the spotlight again to- 
day—slain. 


He was shot down by a gunman 
last night in fashion typical 
of 
the underworld his publications 
often attached. 


Guilford, 40 years old, was driv- 


ing alone n South Side street, ko- 
ing home, when the killer and his 
companion drove their car along- 
side Guilford's, poked the muzzle 
of a shotgun through 
<in open, 
window and pulled the trigger. 
The charge struck the former 
editor of the "Saturday 
Press" 


and the "Pink Sheet" in the head 
His death was instantaneous 


Then, after taking one quick 


look to make sure the charge had 
illed 
their virtim, the gunmen 
sped away. There was but one 
witness and he told the .'tillers' ma- 
chine bore yellow license plates. 


Seven years ago Guilford was 
attacked by gunmen. 
He was 
wounded seriously, but recovered. 
Guilford's publications, ofter were 
devoted to attacks on gambling 
and other fjrrns of vice. He said 
he had been threatened. 
The "Saturday press" wa* In- 


volved In the famous case of the 
Minnesota newspaper suppression 
law, 
which was hold unconstitu- 


tional by the United States 
su- 


preme court aftT twice being up- 
held by the Minnesota supreme 
court. 
The law, enacted by the 1925 


legislature, gave a district judge, 
sitting as a court of equity, power 
to suppress any publication print- 
ing "malicious, scandalous and 
defamatory matter." 


About a month after publication 


of the Saturday Press was order- 
ed stopped, Guilford. in a petition 
filed with former GOV. Threodora 
Christianson. sought removal 
of 


Floyd B. Olson, then Hennepin 
county attorney . at Minneapolis. 
The petition charged that Olson 
fulled to perform his duties prop- 
erly. 
This effort 
was 
unsuccessful, 


but Guilford continued his attacks 
on Olson after he became govern, 
or. 
After leaving the "Saturday 
Press" several months ago, Gull- 
ford entered the political field, es- 
tablishing a political news service 
for country weeklies.

The senate proposed appointment 
of a joint legislative committee to 
investigate relief and report to 
the next session'.
